“In Javs and Sumatra, great trouble
and losx in the coffee crop is lable,
should the present difficulties with the
natives continue. The planters can
only be indoced to sell sl extreme pri
ces, and muany are withdrawiog from
the mnarkel, preferring to awail a higher
range of values, which they expect will
shortly come. Accounts regarding the
growing crop vary considersbly, thongh
as the lrees Bave been rather neglected
of late years, it is not probable thst the
jerop af the largest estimate will yield
over s svemage quantity. It ean be
thus seen that the prospect for lower
prices of three great coffee crops of the
warld, viz: the Rio, Cevlon and Java
tops is 108, 0 say the least, encourng-
, and all indications seem to point
bee still higher prices the world over. In
[our markel some trausaciions have
| been consminmasted and s better feeling
{ wenerally prevails.”” The Grooer, how-
evad, olserves editorially: “Withthe
exdeption of Brazil, where a smaller
crop is expected than the very large one
of the presenl season, Lhe varions cro
will be a full average. Whal may
the deficiency inthe Brazil crop, it is
yel loo early in the season to determine,
and bolders here and planters in Brazil
give themselves the benefit of the doabt,
aud urge the bolding back of supplies,
in order to prevent any sccumulation
of atocks in the countries of consump-
tion, and thereby sustuin the present
range of values. HRegarding the next
argument, viz., that high prices will not
check the consumption, it can be shown
| conelusively that the consumplion has
| fallen off considerably, The deliveries
